Fishing . Industry  during  1946 

The  terrible  weather  of  1946  seriously  affected  the  fishing 
operations.  After  the  winter  months,  however,  the  Long  Lind 
fishing  has  been  a  record  for  the  Fleet  and  future  prospects 
are  very  promising  especially  for  Drift  Not  Fishing. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Canning  Factory  in  view,  in  the  near 
future,  there  will  be  a  demand  for  Pilchards,  which  has  not 
been  known  in  Looe  for  many  years. 

The  Crews  of  the  big  boats  in  the  Fleet  are  now  insured  against 
unemployment  so  that  when  the  Fishing  Season  is  over  they  will 
be  able  to  apply  at  the  Labour  Exchange  for  other  employment. 

The  future  prospects  for  fishermen  in  Looe  appear  to  be  very  good 

indeed.
